Now that the controversial Con- 


voters are interested in just what 
wheels they have placed in mo- 
tion. The approval was gained 
over the entire state with but 
three counties voting for the Con- 
stitutional Convention while the 
other 80 each voted it down. 

The 144 delegates to Con-Con 
are to convene in Lansing on Oct- 
The dele- 
lgates from all parts of the state 
-will arrive in Lansing with!a fat 
Imonthly salary for a virtually 
‘indefinite stay. 

Here’s how they'll get there: 

The Legislature has passed an 
enabling bill setting the ground 
rules for election of delegates. 

The measure was given immed- 
liate effect in the House but was 
held up, after passage in the Sen- 
ate, until the election. 

The Senate gave the measure 
immediate effect by a 27-3 vote 
Monday night, minutes after the 
polls closed. re 

Once the House approves a 
minor Senate amendment, the bill 
will go to the Governor to be 
signed into law.

Its duration depends upon when 
it completes its work, according 
to legislators who have studied

The law requires only that after 
the convention finishes its task 
the resulis must _be-submitted to 
the people on the first Monday 
in April following adjournment 
of the convention, 

The law specifies however, that 
90 days —- in which the work of 
the convention tan be properly 
publicized — must elapse betwéen 
adjournment and submission of 
the new document to the voters. 

Thus- to get a revised constitu- 
tion on the ballot next April 
would require the’ conyention to 
complete its work by Jan. 1, 1962.

Legislation often has a 
iter chance to come before the 
House if it is introduced early in 
the session before the flood of 
bills hit the committee rooms. 
However, it also faces stiffer de- 
bate at this time as the members 
are not so busily engaged. As the 
session nears the various dead- 
lines that have been set up, de- 
bate gets shorter. All bills are 
given a thorough going over in 
committee. 

Perhaps the very essence of 
good Jegislative work is the “com- 
mittee”. All legislators are assign- 
ed to one or more of the House 
committees. Some have fewer 
committee assignments than others 
since some of these committees re- 
quire so much time that its mem- 
bers have little time for any oth- 
er important committee assign- 
ments. Therefore, we find most 
members assigned to at least one 
of the important committees, a- 
long with other assignments that 
do not require so much of their 
times. : Dr eet aan 

When a bill is introduced, it is 
brought before the House and 
read twice by title and then re- 
ferred to committee. The bill is 
then printed and all members are 
given a copy, which they file at 
their desks so that they can re- 
fer to them as they come up be- 
fore the House. Once a bill is in 
committee, it is given a thorough 
going over by the members of that 
.committee, many_of whom-_are.

Few Governors of Michigan 
have ever seen “eye-to-eye” with 
athe Legislature, even when one 
party had a monopoly in- both 
Houses of the Legislature, 

Some of_ those who ‘visit the 
House during its sessions may see 
almost-eomplete indifference to 
the proceedings going on during 
their short visit, Do not, if you 
are one of those who wonder why 
they appear to be so unconcerned, 
assume fthaf your representative 
isn’t minding the shop. He knows 
what is going on and if you hang 
around long enough you will see 
most of the members giving the 
proceedings their closest attention. 
During the time when the House 
_is engaged in routine parliamen- 
tary work, many legislators use 
the’ time to study bills that are 
coming up or keep abreast of the 
current news. 

I hope that this short story of 
what goes en in the House of Rep 
resentatives will give you a better 
idea of what happens during the 
, weeks that we are in session and 
that, if you have occasion to visit 
tthe Legislature while in session, 
it will give you a better under- 
standing of what you see. It is in- 
teresting work, being a State Rep 
resentative, and I know that so 
many of the people back home 
want to know what really goes on 
while we are in session. If at: any

When 
a bill is on Third Reading, it is up 
for final passage. Most of the real 
debate comes during the consid- 


-eration of the bill on General Or- 
- ders. However, when it reaches its 


final status before passage, it” gets 
another thorough going over and 
it is here that the debate some- 
times gets pretty hot. Do not be 
misled, however, as legislative 
debate is not a free-for-all or 
=n ay have 
been led to believe. For one thing, 
the rules of the House would not 
permit it, and the Speaker of the 
House keeps things in order at 
all times.. It does not take long 


fora new legislator to learn that
